Constable 8hiDn«man the Slip— 


How It Was Done 


Constable Shinueman, of Warreusburg, 


was in the city today to confer with 
State's Attorney Mills and Marshal Ma- 
son in reference to a case that is worrying 
him a good deal. The matter has to do 
with the escape of a prisoner, William 
Whitehead, accused of larceny, whom the 
constable had brought to Decatur late 
Monday night for the purpose of landing 
him behind the bars in the county jail. 


The story has some interesting features 


going to show how things may go against 
an honest official who is trying to do his 
duty against, odds. Last week it was dis- 
covered at the Tucker store in the village 
of Warrensburg that some one had delib- 
erately cut about six yards of oil cloth 
off a roll, and had carried it off. The 
ragged cut on the end of the roll had con- 
vinced the proprietor of the store that no 
one in the establishment wiuul have made 
the cut in such a way. Finally it was 
concluded that some one had been guilty 
of theft, and then Mr. Tucker and his 
friends began to look around for the thief.

A SWEEPING ORDER. 


Thousands Added to the Civil- 


Service Protected List 


BY A STROKE OF THE PRESIDENT'S PEH. 


All Government Employes Included in 


the Order Except Appointees Re- 


quiring Confirmation by the Senate 


and Lower-Grade Laborers. 


WASHINGTON", May 7.—The president, 


by his signature, yesterday extended 
the provisions of the civil-service law 
to 30,000 government employes, in- 
creasing the number ol positions on 
the classified list from 55,730 to 85,135. 
and, with a few minor exceptions be- 
tween the extremes.of officials \vhos« 
confirmation by the senate is con- 
stitutionally 
requisite, 
down 
to 


mere laborers and workmen, govern- 
mental appointments are withdrawn 
as much as possible from political in- 
fluence and protected in their tenure 
of office by the merit system. 


Xhe president's signature at 11 


o'clock yesterday morning cancelling 
all former orders issued and substitut- 
ing the new rules, was immediately 
filed in the state department and went 
into effect at once, thus forestalling 
any possible action throughout the 
country 
by 
appointing 
officers of 


transferring employes or in any other 
way evading the rules before being 
formally notified of them. From the 
moment of its signature the new order 
made all government officials directly 
responsible to the commission for ap- 
pointments and changes. 


Yesterday's revision of the rules di- 


vides the executive civil service into 
five branches as follows: The depart- 
mental service, the customhouse serv- 
ice, the post office service, the govern- 
ment printing service and the inter- 
nal revenue service. 


In the departmental service are 


classified all officers and employes 
(except laborers and persons who have 
been nominated for confirmation) in 
the several executive 
departments, 


the commissions, the District of Co- 
lumbia, the railway mail service, ma- 
rine hospital service, mints and assay 
offices, revenue cutter service, sub- 
treasuries and engineer departments 
and the forces employed by custodians 
of public buildings. The only excep- 
tion made in the treasury department 
is in favor of those in the life-saving 
service. 
In the customhouse service 


are classified all officers and employes 
in any customs district whose em- 
ployes number as many as five. 


In the post office service are classi- 


fied all officers and employes in any 
free delivery post office. 


In the internal revenue service are 


classified all officers and employes in 
every internal revenue district, ex- 
cept, of course, as in the other cases, 
mere laborers. 


The number of classified places ex- 


empted from examination, has been 
reduced from '-',099 to 775, which are 
mainly positions of cashiers in the cus- 
toms, postal and internal revenue ser- 
vice. Indians employed in minor ca- 
pacities in the Indian service 
are 


necessarily .put in theexcepted list. 


Almost all of the positions in Wash- 


ington which have heretofore been ex- 
cepted have been included in the com- 
petitive list. The only classified po- 
sitions in Washington which will be 
exempted from examination under the 
new rules will be private secretaries 
or presidential clerks (not exceeding 
two) to the president and to the head 
of each of the eight executive de| art 
wents. 
No positions will hereafter Le 


subject to non-competitive examina- 
tions, except in the cases of Indians 
employed in a teaching capacity iii the 
Indian service.

Tk« Taking or Testimony Rapidly Near. 


Inj* an End. 


CIXCINSA.TI, May 7.—-William Spen- 


cer who lives at Maysville, Ky., was a 
witness in the Jackson case yesterday. 
He testified that he saw a colored com- 
pany drill at ten o'clock on the night 
of January 31 at Eighth and Race 
streets. 


Attorney Crawford tried to get the 


witness to show what connection the 
drilling colored troops could have had 
with the Fort Thomas tragedy at that 
time. Spencer grew nervous under 
the cross-examination. 


"Who told you to come over here?" 
"The police department of Cincin- 


nati. First I got a telephone message, 
and as I hesitated,, a policeman carae 
to where I was working. He read 
something' and said I had to come."

DENVER, Col., May 6.—A criminal in- 


dictment has been returned by the re- 
cent grand jury against James B. La- 
zear, formerly a national bank exam- 
iner and afterwards cashier and di- 
rector of the defunct Union national 
bank. There are four counts, each 
charging him with receiving money 
knowing that the bank was insolvent. 


Six additional indictments were re- 


turned against Charles O. Atkins, and 
six indictments against Frank W. At- 
kins, making further charges under 
insolvent banker law. 


The indictment against James B. 


Lazear charges that Sarah MeMaster, 
a depositor in the Union national 
bank, deposited 8215 on July 27 of last 
year, and the money was accepted, 
notwitstanding that Lazear had full 
knowledge at the time that the bank 
was insolvent. 
The language of the 


indictment reads that "James B. La- 
zear did steal, carry and take away 
$215 
of the money of Sarah McMas- 
ter."
